million over the previous year,
according to the value of the
building permits issued.

Construction activity hit $532,-
379,594 in 1968, compared with
$326,586,103 in 1967. That's quite
a jump and indicates a great
deal of confidence in the growth
and economy of the county.

COUNTY supervisors have
called for emergency state legis-
lation to help pay the unexpect-
edly high cost anticipated for, of
all things, a tax relief measure.

Experts indicate it will cost
the county $1.6 million to pro-
cess the paper work necessary
to mplement Proposition 1A,
approved by the voters in No-
vember. This chore, incidentally,
Involves 200 miles of paper
work.

The state has authorized only
about one-third of the $1.6 mil.
lion to the county, meaning that
the balance would have to come
out of the county fund — sup
ported by the property tax.

It seems a little silly that a
tax reform measure would even-
tually fall back on the property
tax, but that's the case. Each

owner will get a $70 re-
bate and the cost for the paper
work will only involve a matter
of pennies, but the whole idea
just seems a little off base.

The counties have been after
lhe state to provide meaningful
relief for the property taxpayer,
and Proposition 1A was the first
sign that total tax reform might
become a reality. Meanwhile, it
is the Board of Supervisors'
view that the state should pay
the cost of implementing the
proposition.
